the movements of UK- British troops in 
the southern part of the Orange Free 
State. At the beginning of the week 
General Gatacre. having crossed the Or- 
ange river at BetuuHe, advanced 
to 


Springfontein. A flying column of mount- 
ed infantry and artillery from his com- 
mand proceeded on Monday or Tuesday 
eastward of Springfonteiu to Smithfield. 
On Wednesday Lord Roberts reported 
that the town had been occupied and that 
some Transvaalers with wagons had been 
captured. 


This Boor rumor bears date of Tuesday 


and evidently refers to some alleged oc- 
currence of last Sunday or Monday. If 
any disaster has befallen a British force, 
it must hav*"* been known to Lord Rob- 
erts before he sent l»is dispatch yester- 
day afternoon, but no mention whatever 
is made of any reverse, serious or slight. 


On the contrary, he semis word that 


Clements is moving fn.m ^orval's Pont, 
toward JBlocmfontein by way of Philip- 
polls and Fauresiaith; that the Scots 
guards are at EdenburK and Redders- 
burg. not far from Bethanie. «nd that the 
burghers ar« coming in in great mini burs 
and surrendering their itrms. 


British Account at the Fiirbt. 


As to the reported exploits of Snyman, 


who is snid to have put Plumer's men to 
flight, au. account of the figuring from a 
British source gives the affair a different 
complexion. 
According to this. Colonel 


Bodle of Plumer's command made a re- 
conuoissance Tuesday, ihe 13th. from Lo- 
bfttsi, which is about .">0 miles north of 
Mafeking. He found Pitsaui and 1'othi- 
go occupied by the Boers. 
On the two 


following days skirmishes took place, and 
this advance guard had to fall back on 
the main body. Some boxes of ammuni- 
tion are stated to Lave fallen into the 
Boers' haads. Commandant Snymau ad- 
vanced to Plumer's camp on Thursday 
aft-rnnon. and a Mnart PHjrnircmenr fol- 
lowed, apparently with no decisive re- 
sults. 


The importance of these events does 


not lie in the actual righting, hut iu the 
evidence afforded of the position of the 
Mnfeking relief column. 
It had beea 


supposcd that Plumer was at Pitsani and 
had thrown out his scouts to within 14 
miles of the besieged towns. It is now 
e\ ident that Plumer is still 50 miles away 
aud is .himself threatened by au advanc- 
ing Boer force. 


For the present, however, Mafeking 


seems safe enough, aud the prepare has 
been lessened. 
The Boers would huully 


have left their position around the town 
if they had seen any chance of winning 
s>o great a prize.

terday morning. A battery under Major 
Blowitt, supported

The British bat- 


tery replied with effort aud silenced the 
Boer fire. The Boers sent -two shells 
near the railway station, which was not 
dumngc'1. 


Yesterday mornhig brisk firing was re- 


' sinned at Warren ton about half past U 


o'clock, but it has now slackened up. 


A detachment of fnsileers has arrived. 
Two 
Vryburg inhabitants who had 


been imprisoned by the Boers were sent 
into \Varrenton under n white flag after 
being t::keu from laager to laager arouiid 
the district. They say that tho big gun 
from Kimberley has been taken through 
ChrUtiuua to Pretoria. 
There are wom- 


en uud children in nearly every laager. 


Trains now run within eight miles of 


Warrenton.

TRICKS BY WHICH THEY MAY DEFY 


THE FOOTLIGHTS.

•• Tbere is no t&cuse for a bad make up." 


So runs the legend to be read weekly in 
tbe advertising columns of a leading the- 
atrical newspaper. Yet bad make upg 
abound boih on and off the stage. De- 
spite precepts and awful examples, it 
teems that some women will not leant 
certain simple truths, as, for instance, that 
theatrical rouge should not be used in th» 
oj*n air by daylight; that tbe eyebrows 
should never U; made more than a shade 
darker than the natural hair of the head 
at its darkest; that bright red lip salve 
makes the teeth look abominably yellow 
iinK-ss they happen to be exceptionally 
white; that none but the blondest of 
blonds should ev«r wear dead white pow- 
der; that liquid make up of any kind 
should never be used by daylight and as 
sparingly as possible by night, and, last 
and most important of all, that the lower 
eyelid should not under any circumstances 
bo darlcened- 


filue or gray eyes are more effective on 


the stage than very dark ones. A pair of 
blue eyes delicately shaded on the upper 
lids, with tbe eyelashes carefully black- 
ened and afterward combed out, ''get over 
the footlight" in a remarkable way, 
whereas large and naturally handsome 
black eyes are apt—unless blue or black 
make up be practically eschewed and the 
complexions be most carefully toned—to 
look, in stage parlance, like -burned holes 
in a blanket." 


Undoubtedly fair skins, light hair, and 


light eyes are far better materials with, 
which to produce stage beauty and edfect- 
iveness than 
brunette attractions. A 


dark woman's nose oontinnally stands in 
her light. If she makes it up with white 
powder, it shines as a pillar of salt; if she 
tones it down to suit the black eyes and 
hair, it is apt to look red and hilarious. 


A regular revolution bas been effected 


in tbe dressing room by the now almost 
universal use of "wig paste," or "grease 
paint." Certain old school actors and ac- 
tresses still resent the substitution of 
grease paints for the dry, powdery make 
ups of former years. A few old time actors 
whom I bavo met prided themselves upon 
their use of ' 'dry colors," but tbere Is very 
little doubt that if sparingly applied upon 
an absolutely clean face and carefully 
powdered over there is nothing which 
produces so smooth and natural looking a 
surface as grease paint. 


A few years ago while playing at a 


theater in Chicago I arrived late and, 
darting through a dark archway which 
had always been open, broke the bridge of 
iny nose and cut my skin very severely 
against a closed door. There was nobody 
to-take my part, so I bad to go on. Some- 
body dressed me, somebody "made me up," 
while I screamed and cried with pain. 
Until that night I had looked preposter- 
ously young1 as the mother of a boy at 
least 15 years my senior, but that night 
after the first scene the manager came 
around to compliment me on my "im- 
proved make up," my features being so 
swollen that all trace of youth was lost 
After my accident I was afraid of injuring 
the skin and had the grease paint an- 
alyzed by a local druggist, with the result 
that he assured me it was""almost all tal- 
low" and would rather tend to heal than 
to poison a cut in the skin. 


Of course grease paint, like every other 


form of make up, can be overdone. In a 
passionate love scene the well greased 
cheek of the lovely heroine has been 
known to stick to the equally well greased 
cheek of her ardent stage lover, but then 
a desirable make up for a realistic love 
scene has yet to be invented. Tha public, 
who are so exceedingly inquisitive on the 
subject of an emotional actress' feelings 
toward the actor with whom she habitu- 
ally plays love scenes, might judge more 
clearly of their nature could they hear her 
in ber dressing room bewail the disastrous 
effect of such a stage direction as "takes 
her in his arms and embraces her passion- 
ately" upon tho heroine's make up. 


On hot nights making up is a misery, 


the paint rolling off in pellets, while the 
liquid make up for the hands, neck and 
arms to which I have alluded is always 
inclined to turn black upon the skin and 
invariably ruins the dress of the lady who 
wears it, as well as the coat sleeves of the 
men performers. I have tried all sorts of 
prescriptions, cheap and dear, but I have 
never yet discovered one that was really 
satisfactory. 


Masculine make up is, if my sex will 


forgive me for sayirig so, an infinitely" 
more elaborate and artistic thing than the 
pink and white and yellow ideal of beauty 
which most actresses strive to attain. 
What worqan evqr could or wouid equal 
Mr. Beerbohm Tree, for instance, in the 
versatility, the absolute perfection of his 
different stage appearances? Mr. Tree is 
young or old, handsome or ugly, stout or 
thin, virtuous or absolutely diabolical in 
Appearance at will. I have never ajen any 
actor who can transform himself so thor- 
oughly and yet look at a short distance so 
lifelike as he. How ho contrives is I have 
not the least idea. In interviews ho ap- 
pears to make light of this very remark- 
able gift. 
He has light eyes and light 


hair in his favor to start with, bu* his re- 
sults are marvelous. 


Amateurs always make up badly. They 


fail to "join their flats"—i.e., to blend 
the complexion of the fhce into the whiten- 
ed neck. If men, they wear mustaches in 
powder parts and invariably fail | to con- 
ceal their own hair at the back oil" their 
wigs. If women, they ovarrouge, bring- 
ing the color right up to tho lower>oyelid« 
instead of toning it off, as color conies in 
real life. 
They also make the veiy groat 


mistake of putting on too much nuihit and 
powder about the mouth, which should be 
left as free as possible for two ronsons— 
first, because paint is apt to tuna black 
upon tho upper lip, nnd, second, (because 
it is Impossible to express emotion j&tcially 
unless tho muscles of the mouth haive full 
play. 


After Mme. Duse's first appearance in 


America a good many of our stresses 
tried to imitate her by discarding! make 
ups altogether, but no skin, howevor bril- 
liant, can stand the unnatural g)are»of the 
footlighti and look anything but i>allid, 
dirty and unwholesome, and it Is ,»lways 
a marvel to me that in these days of ar- 
tistic mounting and aettlng those villain- 
ous footlights, which distort natnm and. 
carienrnro beauty, cannot be done away* 
with altogether.

Perhaps the most terrible malady which 


can attack the actor in the cours« of hit 
performance U the jwcullar disease known 
a» "stage fright " Through its evil et- 


strong men and women have beeu 


known iu faint, break down and do many 
other qut*r things, and There are even on 
rticord <*;veral cases of people who have 
died through thi* bomb)* sei/ure. 


Soioo years ago a young novice, who 


was to appear for tbe first time, arrived at 
the thwuer very white and shaky. Brandy 


i being given l:iiu, he appears! slightly uet- 
' UT, hut no sooner had he set his foot on 


the stage than be clapped his band to his 
heart with a low cry and fell down dead. 
The overwhelming sensation induced by 
stage fright had attacked his heart, aud 
his Theatrical career ended thus oven at it£ 
beginning. 


Quite as ghastly was the case cf the 


young amateur actress who, stw»ng«ly 
enough, bad never ex perienced sta%« fright 
when playing with ber follow amateurs, 
but wno was seized with the attack on 
making ber first professional appearance. 
She went through the scene, aided by the 
prompter, her eyes glazed, her bauds rigid, 


j and when the exit came it proved her exit 
j from life's stajje as well as the mimic 


boards, for she staggered to her dressing 
room and fell into a comatose state from 
which she never recovered. 


Perhaps, however, the most peculiar in- 


stance of all was that of the veteran per- 
former who had gone through 30 years of 
stage work without experiencing this mal- 
ady. One night, however, he confided to 
a fellow player that a quite unaccountable 
nervousness had suddenly taken hold of 
him, 
and that he did not think he could 


ever act again. 


• 
His comrade laughed at the notion and 


| urged him to go on as usual, but his as- 


tonishment may well be conceived when 
the poor old player went on tbe stage and 
after making several vain efforts to speak 
fell back and expired. The doctor who 
made tbe post mortem examination stated 
that death was due to failure of the heart's 
action, evidently induced by .the presence 
of an attack of stage fright.—Pearson's 
Weekly.

Whereupon the Mexican girl -said in her 


most endearing tone in broken English: 


"Miss, as God bestowed on you all the 


attributes of perfect beauty, very little 
was left for me. Believe me, you are the 
sweetest creature I ever laid my eyes on, 
and I never get tired of looking at your 
charming face." 


A young man who happened to be acci- 


dentally struck in one of his eyes by a 
pretty 16-year-old damsel with her parasol 
said appealingly while the blood flowed 
from tbe wound' 


"Lovely one, be not cruel, seeing that 


cruelty an d beauty cannot dwell together!" 


Nowhere will the stranger find more 


genuine civility and kindness than among 
the Mexicans. 


Their houses, their families, their horses, 


their flowers, their time, even their lives, 
are placed, figuratively at least, ' 'at your' 
disposition." 


'•A los pies de V., senora" (My lady, I 


am at your feet) is the prescribed form of 
salutation from a gentleman who meets a 
lady; where, if two gentlemen meet, they 
address one another as follows: "Besoa 
V. la inano" (I kiss your hand). 


The same applies to written correspond- 


ence. A note from a gentleman to a lady 
ends in this wi=e: "Soy de V., senora, 
atento servidor, Q. SS. PP. B." Tho in- 
itials aro for "qne sus pies beso," and tho 
whole phrase stands for, "lam, my lady, 
your attentive servant, who kisses your 
feet." 


If a gentleman is addressed in writing, 


only his hands are kissed, not his feet. 


These formulas are followed not only by 


the richer but by all classes. As to the 
poorest, their courtesy toward one another 
is widely different from the gruff, boorish 
intercourse of the plebeians of other na- 
tions. 


The poor of Mexico cannot frame a sen- 


tence without employing one or more 
terms of endearment. 


"Conio estas, mi alma'" (How are you, 


my soul?) The words they address each 
other speak of the gentle consideration for 
tho feelings of their neighbors, which 
fharactcrizes the race and emanates from 
spontaneous courtesy. 


A Mexican gentleman will never permit 


a l.idy to descend tho stairs unaccompa- 
nied 
He takes her softly by the hand or 


offers his arm to assist her in going down 
tho steps, and only takes leave of her at 
the htroet door, when he Joes not insist on 
leaving the lady at her own home. 


Lovo i* more tho business of life in Mex- 


ico than in northern .clinics, perhaps be- 
cau.so other people have more diversion 
than wo have. Tho ladylove is ardently 
styled "tho very eyes of me/' but that 
does not prevent the Mexican boaur when 
ctnng by jealousy, from denouncing IOTO 
as treacherous. 


"Since there is no help, I bow before 


you, 
kiss your foot and depart," is the be- 


coming way in which the unrequited lover 
takes leave of tho girl that has given him 
the cold shoulder. 


All hope is over, lovo fs stretched upon 


his bier, but the Mexican whom a benuty 
despises, although naturally angered at 
the slight, pretends to feel more keenly 
than anything else tho annoyance he has 
given her with his unremitting attentions. 
'" Excuse me, fair lady, for having put you 
to the trouble of repelling the Audacious 
revelation of the fooling you have awak- 
ened in my bosom." Such is the rnlld 
form in which ho gives vent to bis tnge 
and dospalr.— Two Republic*, City of 
Mexico.

T«ry proaaio and a lumber yard but a 
sleepy place, hardly worth a moment'* no- 


• Once In amid the stacks, however, the 
point of view cbangea. What at a distance. 
seemed simply wood without distinctions 
now Is eeen to be timber of many different 
sorts. Each variety has its heap or heaps; 
each heap is now In process of ''season- 
Ing. " Some of these stacks may lie there 
if or months, some even for years, growing

.meanwhile more and more valuable, for 
it is age, sun baths, the effect of the at- 
mosphere, that improve lumber week in 
ana week out. A lumber yard, carelessly 
arranged as it may seem to be, is never- 
theless the perfection of precision. Its 
heaps are by no means ''just wood," «s 
they appear to the casual passerby. On 
the contrary, they are scores of varieties, 
each subject to some especial treatment, 
each piled iu some especial manner, some 
to wait over so many weeks to be sold nt 
» certain figure, so many more weeks If 
designed to bring a higher price. 


Towering up in the air 30, 40 feet, some- 


times 50, again even 60, stretch these lum- 
ber heaps. Each variety needs a. treatment 
of its own. Some roust lie in the open 
air, exposed to all fashions of wind and 
rain, others after a little time must be put 
undar a sort of covered shed — a shed that 
has only a back and "eyebrow" roof that 
projects far over In a sort of hood and al- 
lows a free and constant circulation of 
wind and air. 


Verily, there is a science in this stack- 


ing of wood, a science that does not ap- 
pear or show itself at the first glance. The 
lumberman Is not only he who up in tho 
Xorth woods, in the far east or west, down 
south or in the tropics selects, cuts dowu 
and hews, but quite as1 much the man in 
the heart of New York city who heaps up 
tho sticks and by arruaagmg them deftly 
and, knowing just what they need, cares 
for and cures them until out they come 
well seasoned lumber. 


Thece is even a trick and a pretty art in 


stacking; these lengths of wood, each hun- 
dreds of pounds tn weight. Danger hangs 
over the men who mount the pllea and 
from their elevated perubea pull up or 
swing down the huge ''sticks." The bal- 
ance of the workman up aloft is not easily 
preserved. The weight of the "stick" may 
cause him to topple at any instant. Espe- 
cially when "letting down" must he sae 
to it that he lets go at precisely the -right 
second, else the "stick" will drag him 
along -with it, despite his efforts and strug- 
gles. Ou top of a lumber pile vwy truly 
does the city lumberman tako his life into 
his own hands. And yet such is their skill 
that an accident seldom happens. These 
lueii juggie with the -sticks at once so 
clumsy and so heavy with the ease of a 
Japanese master of tricks. The lengths of 
wood are handed up end first. The man 
on the ground raises one, men on a stag- 
ing above grasp it, draw it up and swing 
its end to a staging beyond. Two stag- 
ings usually suffice. "When a pile is not at 
•its topinost,-one i8 all that is necessary. 
These stagings are built out from the lum- 
ber itself and form What would seem to be 
precarious and unsafe platforms. They 
are none too steady at the best. Yet some- 
how they never break, and the one danger 
a man baa tofear is losing his balance and 
falling from them. 
. A lumber stack of well seasoned oak 
some SO -feet high may be easily worth 
$1,000. One inch maplo (for the purposes 
of comparison) that has laid in stack for 
one year would be valued at about one- 
half tho price of the oak. Spruce, again, 
is figured, under similar conditions of 
seasoning, at about three-fifths the figure 
of the maple. But all this depends. Cir- 
cumstances govern the value of the woods. 
The "seasoning" gradually drives out the 
water and reduces the weight. It is well 
worth knowing, as an independent fact, 
that 40 per cent of the weight of a green 
tree consists of waHr. 


The technical terms about a lumber 


yard are curious and interesting. A heap 
of Wood ia piled up'for two months. Tho 
foreman says it is "stuck there for 60 
days." Ho piles up his oak sticks (sorao 
of which weigh a full 300 pounds each) 
with a bit of board — rather two bits of 
board, QUO at each end — between each stick 
and that above it. This is called "stick- 
ing in courses," the word "courses" be- 
ing used in place of "layer." 'This 1ms 
for its object the separation of tho boards 
during seasoning, so that the air can get 
at every part of each. When cypress comes 
to be stacked, the boards are separated by 
pairs, instead of one from the other. In 
the lumber trade these are "stuck two 
deep." 


Thus it will be seen there are sundry 


oddities, a number of strange little things 
about the piling and the curing of lumber. 
The trade that seems so simple comes, 
after all, to be one of considerable science. 
There are a score of matters a lumberman 
of New York has to know. 


Spruce, for example, the cheaper quali- 


ties, does not need seasoning, but pine 
must dry. Hemlock is, of all, the cheap- 
est. 
Then come poplar, pine and maplo, 


ash, cypress, chestnut, birch and oak. 
Over these in point of value are the cabi- 
net woods—mahogany, walnut, rosewood, 
ebony, fine grades of birch, curly niftplu, 
ourly birch and others yet rarer and more 
costly. 


The great lumber yards that one sees In 


his travels about town, however, do not 
carry these expensive woods. Keeping 
such for sale is qnito a separate and dis- 
tinct business. Such woods require special 
buildings to keep them in, and small 
pieces of many of thorn mouut up in cost. 
Tho ordinary woods one sees in it lumber 
yard take care of themselves to a great ev- 
tent.

inner beach. Here we stopped, and, tak- 
ing outthe plow, the old man unharnessed 
the patient steed and transferred him to 
tho plow. Ho then tamed "him down to 
the edge of the water that was in the ebb 
and began to plow, cutting a deep iurrow 
in the black oozing sand. 
When 100 feet 


or so had been plowed, he left the horse 
sinking gradually in the sand, took a 
basket from the wagon and went over the 
furrow, picking up the unfortunate clama 
that had been tossed so unceremoniously 
out into the world.

get I offered to buy the shells they got 
Thoy sometimes brought in three or four 
bags n day 
But there was ono curious 


thing about it, thoy kept chungin men, 
and the junk would call ouco in two weeks 
to tako them off. I spoko to tho boss 
Chinaman about it, and bo said, 'China- 
mun no good; gut tired heap soon.' So 1 
thought thoy caiiid and tried it, then threw 
up tho job in n few days, nnd ho had to 
get more. But 1 was guttin a heap of 
shells and everything went on nil right 
until ono di\y a vessel sailed in nnd sonr. a 
bout Hshoro, and two of the men cumo up 
to mo und Imuticd mo u pnpcr. 
1 never 


was so took back in my life. It was an 
order for arrest,, for hmugglin Chinamen 
They carried mo up to the city und come 
near nmkhi n case against mu, for them 
pesky Chinamen wero only catcM;i aba 
lout's as a. blind, and tho islunil was head- 
quarters for stuugglin. Thoy brought tho 
men up from Mexico in the junk, landed 
'em on the island, where they fished for a 
week or so to give 'em clti/nnshlp, then 
the boss would discharge them for some 
bogus roason, and Instead of goiu bad; to 
Mexico they'd run into tho mainland at 
night.

of it, but it wasn't mo. " mild tho old man 
as bo started his clam plow down 11 nuw 
furrow.—Nuw York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.
